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THE DUTCH AND JAPAN. 


A new Commercial Treaty between the 
Netherlands and Japan has, it is announced, 
just been signed at ‘The Hague by the de- 
legates of tha respective States. ». The new 
compact’ haa been rendored necessary by 
tho recent changes in the policy of tho 
Esstern Empire, and is aimilar in tenor and 
principle to the agreements Intely conclud. 
with the majority of: the civilised 
countries having commercial interggurse 
with the Land of the Mikado. Torts: 
Dutch there must soom a certain grim irony 
in the turd of events in the Far East which 
has led to the admission of Japan amon; 
the brotherhood of progressive States, and

agrecing to a pact sceuring them privileges 
which were granted to thom more than two 
eenturics ago, unl which, but for their own 
foult, might have been enjoyed by thom 
uninterruptedly to tho present day. : 

There are few episodes in the history of 
European intercourse with tho Far East 
moré interesting than ¢he story of the early 
relations between “Hellind and Japan, 
which: resulted: in the massicre of the 
Avistians there and the expulston of the 
! Dutch’froin all the Japanese islands. There 
isa moral in the story, not without signifi- 
cance, mdreover, for all Western -peoples 
having intercourse With Oriental nations. 
The first Hollander to se€ fovt in Japan 
was a certain Huigen van Linschoten, whi} 
| ontered the service of the Portuguese estas 
blished in that country in the year 1688, 
and the first Dutch ship that found its way 
there did so without the help of its, mari- 
ners, for it was cast: ashore hy a violent 
storm in 1600. Such accounts, however, of 
the wealth of tho Portuguese traders there, 
|and the vpportunitics of making muney 
held ou€ to Europeans in Japan, were 
brought home to Ainsterdam by the return- 
ing sailors, that tha Dutch East India-Com- 
any despatched the ship De Leevt' as part 
of the flotilla of Admiral Pilter, Verhouven, 
which cast anchor off the island of Firando 
on the Ind of July, 1609, ‘Tho result 
was so encouraging that two years later 
4 touple of trading vessels were sent, 
out under Dirkszoon van’ Nymwegen; - the 
control of the business arrangements being 
pluced in the hands of the two merchants, 
Abrahnm van den ‘Brock and Jacques 
Puick. In Japan the Dutch traders’ found 
4 compatriot nated Sandvvort, who had 
lived in the country somo ninc yéars, and 
was nv permna grata at the Jupanese-Court, 
Thanks to his influence, the Dutch were 
favourably received, and permitted to send 
an Embassy to Yedo, which Sandvoort ac- 
cobipanied: The foreigners wore very 
kindly ‘received in the capital, had an 
H f-the-Emporor, and recsived tlie 
tant of the privilege of un- 
tusLricted.trady.in the whule of the Japanese 
Einpire.
